Mr. Browning did much to improve 
the general conditions for the scholar 
at Kton. But it is a curious fact that 
the poet Swinburne, who was in “O 
B.’s”’ division as a boy, refused to 
meet the latter afterwards, because he 
said he was an kton master wno had 
| the power to flog boys. This did not 
; happen to be true, but it serves to 
| illustrate the cscensitiyeness of the 
great poet in regard to cruelty. 

Talking of Swinburne,*Mr. Brown- 
ing says, ‘“‘He was very weak and 
| frail, and |certainly not- bullied. He 
| took no part in games, being, indeed, 
little fitted for them; but in those 
| days games did not form so important 
'a part of our senool life as they do 
| now. Swinburne was generally late 
for school, and I remember Cookesley 
calling out to him one day, ‘Here you 
| are, little Swinburne, late again.’ 1 
have been told tnat Cookesiey once 
saluted his appearance with the ex- 
clamation, ‘Here comes the rising 
sun,’ alluding to his red hair.” 

Curiously enough, Mr. Browning 
himself was never considered to have 
much chance of long life. He was 
| born prematurely apparently dead. 
|“ *Thatechild is not dead,’ said the 
| 


nurse; and with a hearty blow she 
| made me squeal,”’ he says. “And to 
this treatnient I owe the fact that 1 
am able to write these memoirs at the 
age of seventy-two.” 

Mr. Browning refers to a visit which 
he paid to mr. Balfour’s seat at Whit-

two years of age,” he says, ‘and I 
remember him telling me, as we went

The Way Colonial Countries Adver- 


tise Their Attractions. - 


The Commonwealth of Australia 
| has set aside a sum of $20,000 a year 
towards the expenses of a company 
| which is to play an Australian drama 
| all through the English provinces. 
. It is thought that this will give a 
| badly-needed spur to the immigration 
| which the island-continent stands so 
i sadly in need of. : 
Twenty years ago, twice as many 
‘emigrants went from Great Britain to 
| Australia as went'to Canada. To-day, 
} Canada is getting ‘more than. ten 
times as many as Australia. 
Canada, many years ngo, saw that 
her crying need was population, ‘and 
set to work, systematically, to obtain 
a good class of immigrant. So long 
! ago as 1895 she set aside $15,000. a

The New South Wales Government,

When captured, the mammal is 
docked and cut up preparatory for 
the distributing and refining process. 
The blubber is boiled and the oil 
extracted. The whalebone is dried. 
Whalebone is a well known elastic 
horny substance, which hangs dewn 
in parallel! plates from the sides of 
the upper jaw. In the balaenidae 
family these plates, or laminae, vary 
in size from a few inches to twelve 
feet in length, the breadth of the 
largest atthe thick end and where 
they are attached to the jaw is about 
a foot, and the average thicbness is 
from four to five-tenths of an ineh.

“Hunt was in despair, and threat- 
ened to leave the country, while Mil- 
lais was in a state of equal dejection 
Hearing of this, Coventry Patmore 
| wrote to Ruskin begging him to use 
| his influence on behalf of the traduced 
artists. Immediately afterwards Rus- 
kin wrote two letters to The Times, 
| in which he vindicated both Hunt and 
Millais from the attacks of the critics. | 
‘There has been nothing in art so 
earnest or so complete as these pic- 
tures since the days of Albert Durer,’ 
he wrote. The letters came, as Hunt 
himself said, as thunder out of a clear 
sky, and they created a revolution 
in public feeling. Hunt abandoned his 
intention of emigrating, and set to 
work again, while Millais began his 


‘Ophelia’.

Effects of Gales on Lakes.

Czar Was Finally Acknowledged In__ 
the Oasis—Khiva Is an Old Town 
‘and Its Archaeological Record Goes 

_ Back to 8,000 B.C. 


The conquest of Khiva by Russia. 
caused a greater outlay of blood than 
the subjugation of any other part of 
Turkéston. \Khiva, which is an onsets 
in ‘the desert, lies between 300 and 
400: miles from Merv, across one of-the 
dryest and dreariest wastes in al! 


| Asia. The city has always been an

|captured and made slaves by the 
| Khivans. Several managed to escape 
and found their . yr back to Russia, 
from whom a knowledge’ of Khiva 
came to Peter the Great. 

Soon afterward the enterprising 
sovereign received information from 
| the Governor of Siberia that gold was 
/to be found along the valley of the 


| Amu Daria and two expeditions were 
fitted out to explore the country, one 
_starting’{from Siberia. and the other 
|from thé Caucasus. The former went 
'as far as the valley of the Syr Daria. 
|The latter fell into the same trap in 
which the Cossacks had been caught, 
and those who survived the desert © 
| were apportioned among their captors 
as sinves, The Khan of Khiva sent 
|the head of Prince Bekovitch, the 
commander of the Russian expedition 
as a present to the Emir of Kokhara, 
| who, however, was afraid to accept it. 

These events advertised Khiva to 
the world, and several venturesom? 
| spirits manaced to cross the desert and 
| reach the city. Some of them were al- 
| lowed to eseane alive, others were de- 
; tained in bondage. and the enslave~ 
/ment of several Russian adventurers 
| who fell into the hands of the Khivans 
| caused Russia to undertake a new ex. 
pedition in 1829. 

An army of 5,000 men with 10.0% 
| camels attempted to cross the desert 
| but they were obliged to turn back be- . 
| fore they got half way,:and one-third 
| of those who started reached the shores 
|of the Caspian in a wretched, starv- 
| ing condition, with only 1,000 of their 
|camels. In 1840 another attempt was 
| made, and up to 1869 and 1870 there 
| were constant and serious causes of 
| provocation. ‘ 

The Khivans defied the Czar and all 
| his army, and felt themselves entirelv 
| protected by the fortifications with 
‘which nature had encomnassed. them 
_in the form of a desert. In 1872, how- 
ever, a new exnedition was sent out 
under command of Gen. Kaufmann 
About 5,000 men and 12.000 camels 
made up the exnedition and every pre- 
caution was teken for its safety. As 
the column advanced explorers were 
sent ahead to find water and to dig 
wells in anticipation of the approach 
of the troons. In that way a line of 
water holes now marks the Russian 
trail from Tashkend to the Aral Sea 
| but there. were wide nlateaus of sand 
| where no water could be found, and 
|for several weeks Gen, Kaufmann 
is weary and thirsty men hither and 
thither until the desert of Kizil Kum 
was strewn with the skeletons and de- 
eaying bodies of camels, horses and 
human beings, camp equipage, offi- 
cers’ baggage, rifles and other muni- 
tions of war. Much ammunition and 
stores which had to be abandoned 
were buried in the sand with the in- 
tention of sending out detachments to 
recover them. Of the 12,000 camels 
with which the expedition started only 
1,200 survived, and only 12 or 15 
horses out of several thousand. When 
half his men were lost Kaufmann’s 
imperious spirit was sunk so deeply 
in desnair that he wrote a pitiful vale- 
dietory explaining and defending his 
action, and gave orders that if - 
thing should happen to him the com. 
mand of the remnant of the expedition 
was to be given, not to Gen. Golo- 
vatcheff, the next in rank, but te Col. 
Trotsky, his chief of staff.
